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SCHOOL REPORT. 


Your school board, in compliance with former usage and 
the requirements of statute law, would submit the following 
report on the condition of schools in town. 

It is gratifying to us to be able to report them in a pros- 
perous condition, and the advancement made equal to our ex- 
pectations. Our teachers have acquitted themselves honorably 
in all cases and the result is satisfactory. The scholars also 
have shown a good degree of interest in their work. 

We are sorry to say that in some instances a little outside 
pressure has been brought to bear but it was overcome without 
serious difficulty through the competency of the teacher and 
decision of the school board. It would be wise in parents to 
try and aid, rather than retard, the progress of our schools, also 
to see that their children are punctual and obey the rules, for 
punctuality and discipline are the most essential elements of 
school work. . 


Children need the parents sympathy and encouragement to be 
respectful, dutiful and studious in school. Teachers command 
your respect and support in all they lawfully and reasonably do. 
Parents that are hasty sometimes condemn teachers for acts 
misrepresented, and thereby uphold their children in ceceiving 
them and falsely accusing and abusing the teacher. Such 
would do well to study their own interest, the welfare of their 
children and cherish a friendly feeling toward the teacher and 
the school. 


On reference to the school registers, we find recorded frequent 
visits from many of the parents and friends, which is indicative 
of attention on your part to the present condition of your children 
and your interest as to their future prospects. Your presence 
in the school room oftener, even uninvited, would be pleasing 
to the teacher and gratifying to your children. In so doing 
you would not only witness the success of the schools, but 
would be prepared to make any suggestion to the board, that 
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might be the means of rendering them still more successful, and 
we would kindly solicit ‘your co-operation, especially those of 
influence in the cause. And further, your presence would 
awaken a grateful pride for the notice takev of them, for their 
standing as scholars, and for their love and respect shown the 
teachers, and thereby create a just emulation so necessary in 
our schools for a rapid advancement. Such manifestation on 
your part would be truly gratifying and beneficial to all con- 
cerned. 

As will be seen by the table following, only six schools have 
been maintained twenty-two weeks each, satisfactory arrange- 
ments having been made with adjoining towns, rendering it 
unnecessary to maintain a school in the north part of our town, 
resulting financially in favor of the district. 

We would also call your attention to the district treasurer’s 
report, where you will see that all money raised several years 
ago for repairs has been expended, together with a small per 
cent. of the school money, and we have had an article inserted 
in the town warrant to see what action you will take as to rais- 
ing more, for we think it economy to keep our school buildings 
in good repair. . 

In closing we wish to express thanks to all who haye aided 
school work in the past and ask a continuance of the same in 


the future.
